SAFETY PRECAUTIONS 


The RX 4 己 Oh is a gas/electric hybrid 
vehicle that has both high-voltage DC 
and AC systems as well as a 12-volt 
system. Both D し and AC high volt¬ 
age are very dangerous and can 
cause personal injury, severe burns, 
electric shock and even fatal injury 
unless appropriate precautions are 
taken. 

To avoid personal injury, please follow 
all caution labels attached to high- 
voltage parts. Do not touch or 
attempt to remove or replace any 
high-voltage (orange-colored) wiring 
and connectors. Do not touch the 
service plug behind the trim under 
the left rear seat. 

It an accident occurs, do not touch 
any high-voltaqe wiring, connectors 
or parts such as the inverter under the 
hood or the hybrid battery assembly 
under the rear seat. 


Do not touch the potassium hydroxide 
electrolyte that might spill or leak 
from the hybrid battery as the result of 
an accident . け potassium hydroxide 
electrolyte gets on your skin or in 
your eyes, neutralize it immediately 
with a saturated boric acid solution 
(ratio: 80 grams boric acid to two 
liters water). Seek immediate medical 
attention. 

If a vehicle fire occurs, extinguish 
it with a Class D powder-type fire 
extinguisher.

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MAINTENANCE BASICS 


MAINTENANCE IS 
ESSENTIAL 

Regular maintenance is essential to 
obtaining the highest level of per¬ 
formance, safety and reliability from 
your Lexus. It can also enhance your 
vehicles resale value. 

It is especially important to check 
your vehicle's engine oil once a 
month and to regularly replace the 
engine oil and oil filter. Failure to do 
so can cause oil starvation and/or oil 
gelling, which can result in severe 
damage to your vehicle and require 
costly repairs that are not covered by 
the New Vehicle Limited Warranty. 

Lexus recommends having mainte¬ 
nance for your vehicle performed by 
an authorized Lexus dealership. To 
locate your nearest authorized Lexus 
dealership, contact Lexus Customer 
Satisfaction at (800)255-3987 or 
visit www.lexus.com. 


DETERMINING YOUR 
MAINTENANCE 
INTERVAL ： MONTHS 
VS. MILEAGE 

Lexus recommends obtaining 
maintenance for your vehicle every 
six months or 5,000 miles, whichever 
comes first. 

For example: 

• If at six months you have driven 
less than 5,000 miles, you 
should obtain maintenance at 
six months; don't wait until 
5,000 miles. 

• If you drive 5,00 0 miles in less 
than six months, you should 
obtain maintenance at 5,000 
miles; don't wait until six months. 

Be sure to keep an eye on your mile¬ 
age so that you obtain maintenance 
when recommended. If you are a low- 
mileage driver, mark your calendar 
to remind yourself to obtain mainte¬ 
nance every six months. 
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SPECIAL OPERATING CONDITIONS 


In addition to standard maintenance 
items, vehicles that are driven under 
special operating conditions require 
further maintenance service. These 
special operating conditions, which 
put added demands on a vehicle, 
include; 

• Driving off-road, on dirt roads or 
on dusty roads 

• Towing a trailer, using a car-top 
carrier or heavy vehicle loading 

• Repeated trips of less than five 
miles in temperatures below 

32° For OX 

• Extensive idling and/or low- 
speed driving for long distances, 
such as police, taxi or door-to- 
door delivery use 


け you drive primarily under any 
of the conditions noted above, 
you should replace the engine 
oil and oil filter every six months 
or 5,00 0 miles. Some of these 
special operating conditions 
require other maintenance items;

Battery; 12-Volt (Auxiliary

The original-equipment 12-volt 
battery, located on the lelt side of 
the cargo compartment, is a sealed, 
maintenance-free special-application 
battery that is dilferent 卜 om a 
conventional automotive battery. 
Replacement batteries are available 
from your Lexus dealership. 

Battery; Hybrid (Traction 
Battery) (RX 450h) 

The hybrid battery is a NiMH (nickel 
metal hydride) compact, high-output 
battery. This battery does not require 
regular maintenance. However, if the 
vehicle is parked for a long time, the 
hybrid battery will discharge gradual¬ 
ly. To keep the hybrid battery in good 
condition, drive the vehicle at least 
once every several months for at least 
30 minutes or 10 miles. If the hybrid 
battery becomes fully discharged and 
the vehicle will not start even with a 
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jump-start to the 12-volt battery, con¬ 
tact your Lexus dealership. 

Any repairs to the hybrid battery or 
hybrid system should be performed 
by a qualified technician following 
procedures in Lexus service and 
repair publications.

Body Inspection 

Visually check tor corrosion, scratch¬ 
es and other damage. Check outer 
body panels, inner panels of the hood 
and doors, and underneath the vehi¬ 
cle. Apply touch-up paint to any chips 
and scratches or have them repaired 
by a qualified technician. 

Brake Fluid 

Replace using fluid type specified 
in your Owners Manual. A qualified 
technician should perform this 
operation. 

Brake Lines and Hoses 

Visually inspect for proper installation. 
Check for chafing, cracks, deteriora¬ 
tion and signs of leakage. Replace 
any deteriorated or damaged parts. 

A qualified technician should perform 
these operations. 


Brake Pads, Calipers and Rotors 

Check brake pads and rotors for 
excessive wear; check brake rotors 
for runout. Check brake calipers for 
fluid leakage. Check the parking 
brake linings (shoes) and drums for 
scoring, burning, fluid leakage, broken 
parts and excessive wear. A qualified 
technician should perform these 
inspections. 

Differential Oil (RX 350) 

Check for correct oil level and 
inspect each differential component 
for signs of leakage. It you discover 
any leakage, have it repaired immedi¬ 
ately by a qualified technician. Refer 
to your Owner's Manual for fluid 
specifications. 

Drive Belt 

Inspect for cracks, excessive wear 
and oiliness. Check the belt tension 
and adjust if necessary. Replace the 
belts it they are damaged. 

Drive Shaft (RX 350) 

Re-torque the flange nuts and bolts. 

A qualified technician should perform 
this operation. 
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Driver's Floor Mat 

• Only use the driver's floor mat 
designed specifically for the 
model and model year of your 
vehicle, such as Lexus Genuine 
floor mats. 

• Always properly secure the dri¬ 
vers floor mat using the retaining 
hooks. 

• Never install another floor mat 
on top of the existing driver's 
floor mat. 

• Never install the drivers floor 
mat upside down. 

Engine Air Filter 

Check for damage, excessive wear 
and oiliness. Replace if necessary. 

Engine Coolant (RX 350) 
or Engine/Inverter Coolant 
(RX 450h) 

When inspecting, visually check 
the level of the engine coolant or 
engine/inverter coolant on the see- 
through reservoir. Add coolant as 
necessary. When replacing, drain 
and flush the cooling system and refill 
with coolant. Always use Genuine 
Toyota Super Long-Life Coolant or 
similar high-quality non-silicate, non¬ 
amine, non-borate ethylene-glycol 


coolant with long-life hybrid organic 
acid technology (i.e., a combination 
of low phosphates and organic acids). 
A qualified technician should per¬ 
form these operations. RX 450h 
owners: Please refer to the impor¬ 
tant safety precautions on the inside 
front cover of this booklet. 

Check the radiator and condenser 
for blockage by leaves, dirt or insects 
and clean if necessary. Also check 
the hose connections for corrosion 
and condition of installation. 

Note: Initial replacement of engine 
coolant is at 120 months/10 0,000 
miles. Replace every 60 months/ 
50,000 miles thereafter. Initial 
replacement of inverter coolant is at 
180 months/1 50,000 miles. Replace 
every 60 months/ 50,000 miles 
thereafter. 

Engine Oil and Oil Filter 

Replace the oil filter and drain and 
refill the engine oil at specified inter¬ 
vals. SAE OW-20 oil is the best 
choice for good fuel economy and 
good starting in cold weather. If SAE 
OW-20 is not available, SAE 5W-20 
may be used; however, it must be 
replaced with SAE OW-20 at the next 
oil change. See your Lexus dealer tor 
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oil Specifically formulated tor your 
vehicles engine. For instructions on 
how to reset the reminder light, refer 
to your Owners Manual. 

Note: If you do the majority of your 
driving under any of the special oper¬ 
ating conditions indicated on page 3, 
you should replace the engine oil and 
oil filter every six months or 5,000 
miles, regardless of the oil used or the 
certification o\ the vehicle. 

Engine Valve Clearance 
(RX 450h) 

This engine has hydraulic valve 
adjusters that require no periodic 
clearance inspection or adjustment. 

Exhaust Pipes and Mountings 

Visually inspect the exhaust pipes, 
muffler and hangers for cracks, 
deterioration and damage. Start 
the engine and listen carefully for 
any exhaust leakage. Tighten connec¬ 
tions and replace parts as necessary. 

Fuel Lines and Connections, Fuel 
Tank Band and Fuel Tank Vapor 
Vent System Hoses 

Visually inspect for corrosion, dam¬ 
age, cracks, and loose or leaking 
connections. Tighten connections 
and replace parts as necessary. 


Fuel Tank Cap Gasket 

Visually inspect for cracks, deterio¬ 
ration and damage and replace if 
necessary. 

Nuts and Bolts on Chassis 

Check that tightness of the seat¬ 
mounting bolts and front/rear suspen¬ 
sion-member retaining bolts matches 
torque measurements specified in the 
Repair Manual. 

Rack and Pinion Assembly 

Inspect the rack and pinion assembly 
for signs of leakage, damage and 
loose electrical connections. Tighten 
connections and if you discover any 
leakage or damage, have it repaired 
immediately by a qualified technician. 

Rear Differential Oil (RX 450h) 

Check level and condition of oil and 
inspect the rear differential assembly 
case tor signs of leakage. (The rear 
electric motor/generator does not 
require periodic maintenance.) Any 
service that requires inspecting or 
replacing rear differential oil should 
be performed by a qualified techni¬ 
cian following procedures in Lexus 
service and repair publications. 
Please refer to the important safety 
precautions on the inside front cover 
of this booklet. 
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Road Test 

While driving the vehicle, check for 
proper operation of engine, transmis¬ 
sion, brakes and steering. Also check 
for abnormal noise or vibration 卜 om 
any part of the vehicle. 

Spark FMugs 

Replace at specified interval. Install 
new plugs of the same type as origi¬ 
nally equipped (see your Owner's 
Manual). A qualified technician should 
perform this operation. RX 350 own¬ 
ers: To ensure optimum engine per¬ 
formance, replace only with Denso 
FK20HR11 plugs or equivalent. 

Steering Linkage and Boots 

With the vehicle stopped, check tor 
excessive freeplay in the steering 
wheel. Inspect the linkage for bending 
and damage and the dust boots for 
deterioration, cracks and damage. 
Replace any damaged parts. A quali¬ 
fied technician should perform these 
operations. 

1*iming Chain 

Your vehicle is equipped with a timing 
chain that requires no periodic 
inspection. 


Tire-Pressure Warning Sensors 

A tire-pressure sensor is mounted on 
each lull-size wheel. These sensors 
do not require periodic maintenance. 
When a sensor's long-life lithium bat¬ 
tery becomes discharged, the battery 
should be replaced by a qualified 
technician following procedures in 
Lexus service and repair publications. 

Tire Rotation 

Tires should be rotated according 
to the instructions in your Owners 
Manual. When rotating tires, check 
pressure and check for damage and 
uneven wear. If the spare is not rotat¬ 
ed, check the condition and pressure 
of the spare. 

Transfer Case Oil (RX 350) 

Check tor correct oil level and 
inspect each component for signs of 
leakage . け you discover any leakage, 
have it repaired immediately by a 
qualified technician. For correct oil, 
refer to your Owners Manual. 

Transmission Fluid (RX 350) 

Inspect each transmission component 
for signs of leakage. If you discover 
any leakage, have it repaired immedi¬ 
ately by a qualified technician. 
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Transmission Fluid (RX 450h) 

Check level and condition of fluid and 
inspect the transmission/front differ¬ 
ential assembly case for signs of leak¬ 
age. (The front electric motor/genera¬ 
tors do not require periodic mainte¬ 
nance.) Any service that requires 
inspecting or replacing transmission/ 
front differential fluid should be per¬ 
formed by a qualified technician fol¬ 
lowing procedures in Lexus service 
and repair publications. Please refer 
to the important safety precautions 
on the inside front cover of this 
booklet. 

Variable Gear Ratio Steering 
Assembly (RX 450h) 

Inspect the variable gear ratio steer¬ 
ing assembly for damage and loose 
electrical connections. Tighten loose 
connections and if you discover any 
damage, have it repaired immediately 
by a qualified technician following 
procedures in Lexus service and 
repair publications. 
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
